The adoption by the Senate of a reso- 
lution directing the Committee on 
Finance to investigate and report on 
the tariff gives a positive guarantee 
that the Republican policy upon this 

ing question of the hour will not 
confined to antagonizing the de- 
structive crudities of the Milis Bill, but 
will take shape in a definite and well- 
considered alternative proposition. 
The Democratie members of the 
House Committee on Ways and 
Means studiously avoided ſuforma- 
tion, and declined to listen to 
any representative of the interests with 
which they had undertaken to deal. 
From the day of their appointment to 
the day when the bill was reported to 
the full committee, they carefull 
guarded every detail of their wor 
even from their Republican associates 
on the committee, whose rights and 
wers were equal to their own. The 
vestigation which is to be made by 
the Senate committee will supply the 
deficiencies of the House committee 
by procuring and analyzing the infor- 
mation which the House com- 
mittee was unwilling to receive. 
To some extent, indeed, the inves- 
* has been anticipated by a care- 
ful collection of material upon all 
points touched by the Mills Bill in 
which the Senate committee has been 
quietly engaged, in preparation for the 
possibility that? a tariff bill of some 
kind might come up from the House. 
This preliminary work will greatiy 
facilitate the investigation, and will 
— opportunity for intelligent and de- 
ate action upon tariff propositions.

They may be voted up or voted 
down, it matters nothing to the Prohi- 
bitionists. Equally unimportant is it 
to them what may be the results of the 
voting. 

Upon the tariff question they have no 
opinions to express. They ignore free- 
whisky Kelley or free-trade George, 
and so long as either set of the tariff 
cranks can furnish them votes they are 
pleased. The Prohibitionists don’t 
care whether the tariff barriers are so 
high as to keep out all foreign products 
or so low as to admit them tree. They 
make no opposition to taxing every- 
thing on the war-turiff basis or of put- 
ting everything on the free list. Ina 
word, they are ready for high tariff, 
low tariff, or no turiff at all, and 
wouldn’t toss acopper for either. If 
free-whisky Kelley could guarantee 
them votes they would be high-tariffites 
to the extent of his votes.

ANOTHER MILESTONE PASSED. 


Tne Tuts entered upon its four- 
teenth volume yesterday. It is now 
‘six and a half years old, its first nut- 
ber having been issued December 4, 
1881, as a seven-column folio. Now it 
isa seven-column quarto. It has un- 
dergone five separate enlargements. In 
the beginning the force employed in 
the composing-room was five composi- 


| tors. Now itis from 15 to 20, Then 


the circulation was barely 700 copies. 
Now it is more than 7000 copies. Then 
the paper was printed on a slow drum- 
cylinder press, capable of throwing off, 
on an average, only about 1000 copies 
an hour. Now it is printed on a light- 
ning Hoe perfecting press, capable of 
throwing off 10,000 copies an hour, all 
printed, cut, folded, pasted and 
counted, ready for the hands of the 
reader, the mail, the carrier, or the 
cheery rewsboy. Then its telegraphic 
budget embraced 1500 words 
daily. Now it averages 6000 words 
daily, frequently reaches 10,000 
and occasionally 12,000 words daily. 
Then the small classified advertise- 
ments (a good test of a journal’s popu- 
larity) occupied less than a column of 
space. Now they generally occupy a 
page—seven columns—sometimes more. 
Then the paper occupied circumscribed 
rented quarters. Now it occupies its 
own ample quarters in the comely 
Times Building, a solid, substantial 
structure of granite, brick and iron, 
built for and adapted to the business 
of a metropolitan daily newspaper, 
published seven days in the week and 
every day in the year. 

Thus will it be seen that we have 
made some progress in these six and a 
half years. We are toilers, stayers“ 
and fighters—fighters for right, good 
government, the cause of humanity 
and the progress of the most pregnant 
and promising section in all this glori- 
ous domain that we call the American 
Republic.

The Unterrified Ready for 
the Fray. 


The Thurman Boom Sweeps Away 
Gov. Gray’s Chances, 


— 


Stephen M. White Selected for the 
Temporary Chairmanship. 


The California Delegation Mingling Politics with 
Pleasure—How the Scett and Gorman Par- 
ties Effected a Truce—Scenes and 
Incidents at St. Louis,

St. Lovis, June 4.—| By the Associated 

Press.] Thurman will be nominated for 
Vice-President without contest. On Sun- 
day night the supporters of Gov. Gray of 
Indiana were full of hope, but tonight they 
admit to their confidential friends that the 
Thurmgn cyclone is sweeping everything 
before it. They kept up a show of fight 
during the day, calling on the New York 
and other delegations, and repeating the 
speeches which were made yesterday to the 
Californians, Part of their tactics, too, was 
the wild but rather ineffectual shouting of 
the Hendricks Club boys in the corridors of 
the hotels. They hurrahed lustily for 
Gray, but made about all the noise them- 
selves, The Thurman breeze developed 
intoa tornado when the New York city 
delegates, County Democracy and Tam- 
many marched through the streets shouting 
for Thurman. The Tammanyites were most 
loudly cheered by the throngs on the side- 
walks and in the hotels, and within half an 
hour the Tammany men were busily en- 
gaged helping their Pacific Coast friends 
pin-red bandanas on thé coats of al! the 
multitude. These Thurman emblems are 
everywhere to be seen, and the nomination 
of the grand old Roman is conceded on all 
sides. 
Scott persists in declarihg that Thurman 
is not the Administration candidate, but 
adds that Thurman will be nominated be- 
cause the party wants him and because he 
is the strongest candidate. He admits that 
Thurman is his personal choice, but denies 
that the President is in any way committed 
to the movement. Still, for all practical 
purposes, the President might as well be 
committed to it, and the t mass of Demo- 
crats believe that the ticket will be Cleve- 
land and Thurman because the President so 
desires. The Pennsylvania delegation an- 
nounces that two-thirds of the delegation 
from the Keystone State favors the old Sen- 
ator and that the minority would vote for 
him under the unit rule. is, of course, 
means that Scott has thrown his State for 
Thurman, and when the fact became gen- 
erally known there was 90 longer any 
doubt of the success of the Scott pro- 
gramme. 

Following the announcement of this ac- 
tion by the Pennsylvania delegation came 
the intelligence that tho Maryland delega- 
tion, who have all along op the Thur- 
man idea, were ready to fail in and vote 
with the crowd. The meaning of this is 
that Scoit and Gorman came to some sort of 
an agreement, and the two great leaders of 
the party were united on the ticket. Still 
the Gray advocates made an effort to keep 
up the fight, Ohio, oddly enough, being 
their only hope. But it was struggling 
against a West Ladies hurricane. 

The friends of Gen. Black opened head- 
quarters at the Lindell Hotel this morning 
and. attempted to get up a boom for him. 
but their efforts met with little success. 
The general feeling is that if Thurman was 
not put through, Gray could easily win. 

OHIO ABANDONS GRAY. 

From the first there has been some- 
thing queer about the attitude of the Ohio 
delegation. It has talked for Thutman, Sut 
has not been enthusiastic in hit behalf, and 
the matter was discussed for more than an 
hour in the meeting of the delegation this 
afternoon. The result was the indorse- 
ment of Thurman, theugh it was with much 
difficulty that any of the anti-Thurman men 
were won over. A resolution was offered 
by Delegate Baker, pledging the Ohio dele- 
gation to vote for Thurman if his name was 
presented to the convention. This was in 
the nature of a compromise, as the majority 
of the delegates wanted to make Thurman 
Ohio’s candidate, to be presented by the 
State, while others opposed it outright. 
Forty-four delegates voted for the resolu- 
tion, and two of the delegates did not vote. 


New York and many other States were 
— waiting to see what action Ohio 
would take, and at their meeting this even- 


ing jomed the Thurman procession. Gov. 
Gray’s manager will probably not put up 
his favorite’s name before the convention, 
even if the nomination of Thurman, which 
now seems a foregone conciusion, is not 
satisfactory to the hundreds of delegates 
who have been impressed by the talk con- 
cerning his age and infirmity; e. 

The cry of the Gray boomers! “You want 
Indiana in November, don’t you? How are 
— going to win without Indiana, and 

Ware you going to carry Iadlana without 
an Indiana man on the ticket?” has been 
used with so much effect that many dele- 
gates believe that a serious mistake is be- 
ing made in 1 a 75-year-old man. 
who lives in a State which is generally re- 
garded as reliably Republican. 

After the afternoon session the Ohio 
delegation adjourned for supper, appar- 
ently determined on Thurman as a unit. 
At the same time a meeting was called for 
7:30 o’clock to meet the Indiana delegation. 
A few moments before the Hoosiers were 
expected, afew more arguments were ad- 
vanced that the old Roman should be sup- 
ported, and a vote was taken, resulting in 
the unanimous * of Thurman. The 
Indiana people, who were then admitted. 
occupied an hour in giving their reasons 
why Gray should have the support of the 
convention. They had their say, but it 
was useless. The Buckeyes say they nave 
made their fight, and are now determined 
to get in out of the rain as long as it threat- 
ens a deluge. There are still several mal- 
contents, but, as Maj. Armstrong says, 
“Ohio has no candidate to offer. Judge 
Thurman is not a candidate at any one’s

GORMAN AND SCOTT COMPROMISE. 
Morgan’s abandonment of Gray means a 
good deal more than the nomination of 
Thurman. It means a truce between the 
two factions of the party which have been 
skirmishing before each other’s position for 
two or three days. Their forces were led 
on one side by Congressman Scott, repre- 
senting the Administration, and on the 
other by Senator Gorman. The latter party, 
supported by Barnum and several national 
committeemen, wanted the platform of 1854 
affirmed without indorsement of the Presi- 
dent’s message by one so moderate in tone 
as not to offend the high tariff voters of the 
East. Gorman wants to be chairman of the 
Committee on Resolutions, and made an 
earnest canvass for the place ampng the 
various State delegations. His argument 
wasthat the party would lose New York 
and other Eastern States if the platiorm 
were made too strong in the direction of 
low tariff, and that the platform which 
carried the country in 1884 was cer- 
tainly good enough to carry it in 
1888. At the same time Gorman made 
a feint at supporting Gray in oppesition to 
Thurman, and succeeded in bringing on 80 
much of a reaction from the wave of Thur- 
man sentiment that there was at least a lit- 
tie uncertainty as to its final outcome. De- 
siring peace above all things, and a little 
worried at the show of stren which the 
opposition was making, tt today con- 
sented to compromise. This compromise is 
in the nature of wholesale arrangements of 
business which the convention was called 
to transact. The temporary chairmanship 
is to go to the California candidate, White. 
Gen. Collins is to be permanent chairman.

The California and Oregon Men 
Working Together. 

Sr. Lovis, June 4.—[By the Associated 

Press.| The California men held a meet- 
ing this morning, and from the array of 
figures submitted to the delegates, it is 
evident that they have gone into the con- 
vention for business, and will entertain no 
invitations or propositions implying a 
social time. They are working like Trojans 
for whatever points they seek to attain, 
and the races which every one else will 
attend this afternoon in view of the Great 
Futurity stakes, where Senator Hearst has 
acolt entered, does mot appeal to them. 
Each man has his work cut out for him and 
each man is devoting himself assiduously 
to the cause of the coast. 
At this morning’s meeting M. F. Tarpey, 
who was electeda member of the National 
Committee, and C. T. Ryland were nomin- 
ated for vice-presidents of the convention. 
Mr. Maurice Schmitt was elected on the 
Committee of Ratification that will wait on 
the Presidential nominee of the convention, 
and if the same office is available for 
second place, Mr. J. A. Filcher will be 
one of the number who will wait en the 
Democratic nominee for Vice-President. 
Clay W. Tayler was nominated on the Com- 
tnittee on Platform and Resolutions, Robert 
Cosner on Permanent Organization and 
Joseph Clark on Credentials, 

The subject of placing Thurman in 
nomination was discussed, and after a long 
wrangle resolved itself into a resolution 
referring the matter to a special committee 
to report this evening. 

The Pacific Coast took a itive stand 
on the much-meoted question of second 
place on the National ticket. After the 
meeting at 3 o’clock the mists of doubt 
were dispelled, and California and Oregon 
and Nevada will go into the convention 
solid for Thurman. Stephen M. White 
called the meeting to order, and Col. Tar- 
pey delivered a stirring address that at the 
outset gave the keynote to the situation. 
He was for Thurman under all circum- 
stances, opposed all bartering of candidates 
and advocated the nomination of the Ohio 
2 as the only man who could swerve 
the floating vote of the coast and lead the 
Democratic banners to victory. He was 
followed by Hon. W. D. English, the porey 
harbor commissioner of San Francisco,in the 
same strain, and Senator Miller of Nevada 
indorsed. every sentiment that had deen 
uttered by the other speakers. There could 
be no question of the disposition of the 
delegates when, in the shape of a resolu- 
tion, the nomination of Judge Thurman 
was approved by acclamation. 

OREGON FOR THURMAN. 

Oregon has proved a worthy ally to Cali- 
fornia, so far as energetic work is con- 
cerned. An organization was effected this 
morning by the election of ex-Senator 
James K. Kilby as chairman of the delega- 
tion, Gen. John F. Miller as vice-president, 
Napoleon Davis secretary, M. S. Heilman 
for the Committee on Resolutions, James 
L. Cowan for the Committee on Creden- 
dials, Col. John Lee for the Committee on 
Permanent Organization, A. Noltner for 
member of the National Committee and 
James L. Cowan for the Committee on No- 
tification of Nominees. . 

The delegation is solid for Thurman, as 
the members have concluded in conse- 
quence of the extraordinary boom to favor 
him as the choice of the Democracy. Gov. 
Pennoyer, for whom the delegation was in- 
structed, was telegraphed this afternoon, 
and his answer was awaited with some de- 
gree of curiosity. 1 knew he would have 
no hesitation in withdrawing his name,“ 
said National Committeeman Noltner, in 
behalf of Judge Thurman, owing to the 
very pleasant relations’ that have existed 
between them. Nevertheless, we would 
like to hear what he has to say, and allow 
ourselves to be governed by his judg- 
ment. 

“Oregon wants no more protection for 
lumber than for wheat,’’ continued Mr.

When there is a 
boom on, such as the one at San Diego, our 
mills run full time, but when tie fever 
abates the mills are closed down, the men 
thrown out of employment and the market 
disorganized.

San Francisco, June 4. — [Special. 
“The Santa Fé has resolved to give free 
sleeping cars on the excursion train,” said 
Mr. Alberger of Phillips & Co.’s overland 
excursions today. 
to it, in order to compete with the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy railroad. The first 
of these excursions with free sleepers 
leaves here for the East June 14th, and we 
expect to have very big travel.“ 

“What is the outlook for the excursion 
business this year?” 

“Never was better. We had people 
leave for here on one excursion May 3lst, 
before the free sleepers were announced, 
and we expect very much larger travel 
without this expense. The excursion 
travel east. and out here averages 
something like 1000 per month. Now, 
I want you to make a statement: 
Those people going east are not eastern 
people returning home, but a majority are 
Californians bound for their old homes on 
pleasure trips. Most of these people have 


speculations, and are going back for a short 
holiday. The percentage of returning east- 
ern people is very small. We are, as you 
are aware, bringing out a large number of 
people. To give you an idea of the travel 
we expect, I will tell you that through our 
Boston and Chicago offices we have already 
more people booked to come to California 
next fall than ever came here before in one 
winter. I have not the slightest hesitation 
in saying that we shall have on our excur- 
sions alone 10,000 people during next fall 
and winter, most of whom are coming out 
here to settie down to business, and not to 
indulge in speculation. 

“Next Thursday another eight carloads 
leave Boston for California. These people 
are inquiring anxiously after the valleys of 
the San Joaquin, Sacramento and Santa 
Clara. No, the Northern Pacific is not 
booming the northern part of the State 
much. The fact is, they do not boom the 
country properly. Had it not been for the 
Santa Fé, there would never have been such 
a boom in the south.

BOULANGER'S BOMB 


It Explodes in the French 
Parliament.

The General Causes an Uproar by 
Making a Violent Speech, 


And Charging the Ministry with Po- 
litical Rottenness. 


An Alleged Fenian Consplrator Has an Interview 
with English Detectives—Emperor Frederick’s 
Trouble with His Ministry—Other News 
from the Old World. 


By Te'egraph to The Times. 

Paris, June 4.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] Gen. Boulanger took his 
first step in Parliament today forthe re- 
vision of the Constitution. He gave notice 
that he would submit a proposal for re- 
vision of the Constitution and would de- 
mand urgency therefor. He read a pre- 
amble stating that the elections which had 
produced so many manifestations in his 
favor compelled him to call attention to the 
suffering country and the immense crisis 
which threatens to become very serious. 
France no longer, he declared, feels the 
confidence in the future which is neces- 
sary to every well-governed country. This 
statement met with loud dissent. 

In the course of his speech Gen. Bou- 
langer said: 

“The Republic is now governed by a 
group, a state of affairs — to any coun- 
try. e are all Republicans, desiring lib- 
erty and justice for all. Parliamentarism 
has excited a culpable cupidity. It has par- 
alyzed the grand will of the Nation. The 
revision of the Constitution is the effectual 
way to take the Government from the hands 
of the privileged class. How could the min- 
isteries last or any national policy be per- 
manent which rested upon parliamentarism 
divided into groups, pursuing nething but 
clique interests. It is notorious that some 
ministers have drawn money from the pub- 
lic treasury in order to secure electoral 
votes.“ 

At this point the General was again in- 
terrupted by cries of dissent, and the Presi- 
dent of the Chamber asked him to with- 
draw his statement. 

Gen. Boulanger declared that he had no 
intention of attacking the present ministers. 
Continuing, he asked whether a President 
for the Republic was really a necessity, and 
whether France could not do as well with- 
outa President, 

The President of the Chamber here ad- 
vised Boulanger that it was time to bring 
his speech to a close. 

The General, in conclusion, said that 
France, reconstituted, should promise con- 
tinuity of her foreign relations. Suppo 
by a powerful army, she would become the 
best guaranty for the peace of Europe. 

M. Fioquet eredited Boulanger with a de- 
sire to calm the impatience of the electors 
by the production of his motion, fearing 
that he would merit the epithet of Do 
nothing dictator.” 

The motion was rejected—577 to 186. 

M. Pyatt recalled the faet that Gen. Bou- 
langer had been Colonel of the Versailles 
Army against the Commune. 

M. Cassagnac exclaimed: “You are a 
Communist; your place is in the convict 
station.” 

M. Pyatt proceeded, amid the uproar, to 
declare in favor of voting urgency, in spite 
of the fact that he was no admirer of Bou- 
langer, who owed his success to Opportunist 
persecution.
